Not  only 
do  we  prune  the  tops  for  shape,  but  we  also  PRUNE  the 
ROOTS,  and  TRANSPLANT  the  trees  many  times.  This 
results  in  a mass  of  fibrous  roots  which  is  the  deciding  factor 
in  the  successful  planting  of  evergreens.  For  this  reason  our 
evergreens  should  not  be  confused  with  quickly  and  cheaply 
grown,  non-pruned  and  non-transplanted  stock. 

We  also  dig  our  evergreens  with  a ball  of  the  earth  in 
which  they  are  grown,  and  wrap  the  ball  securely  in  burlap.
